DEED] OF HEROISM 


Corporal Reno Rencaea a Dismount- 


ed Trooper Under a Heavy Fire. 
Information was received from one of 
our postal agents in the East regarding 
a deed of heroism which has so far 
passed unnoticed in this country. 
It 


was performed, says a writer in the 
Sketch, early 
after the fight began 


near Manila, and the correspondent of 
the China Mail of Hong Kong said 
that had the hero, Corporal Reno, been 
an English officer, he would probably 
have received the iron cross, which is 
the highest honor In the power of Eng- 
lish Sovereign to bestow for valor in 
the face of the enemy. 


A troop of the Fourth United States 


Cavalry was stationed on the south side 
of Manila at the time mentioned, un- 
der command of Lieut. Carson. The 
troop had been doing excellent service 
in reconnoitering work. One day a 
party of the men, under command of 
Lieut. Boyd, were sent 
out to locate 


the enemy. The party had pushed a 
long way forward without trouble, and 
were on the point of returning when 
the Filipinos appeared from the brush 
on one side and fired into them. One 
of the ponies was killed, dismounting 
Private Davicki and wounding Private 
Wintler. All hurried to shelter, some 
500 yards away, across a deep stream, 
and it was not until the party had 
reached it that it was discovered that 
Private Davicki had been left behind. 
Without a moment's hesitation Corpor- 
:il Reno dnshed after him, dismounted, 
placed Davicki in the saddle and 
brought him in safely to his compan- 
ions. Reno ran alongside of the pony, 
his hand on the stirrup. The Filipinos 
maintained a heavy fire, but the two 
crossed the stream and rejoined their 
party without injury. 


What makes the case more noticeable 


is that Reno was a raw recruit, selected 
by Lieut. Carson to act as Corporal be- 
cause of bis intelligent looks. 


Held n Kitglineiit iu Check. 


The following extract is from a pri- 


vate letter received by a naval officer 
in Washington from a friend in Manila. 
It relates to Assistant Engineer Emory 
Winship of the gunboat Bennington. 
Mr. Winship is from Georgia and waa 
graduated from the Naval Academy in 
July. 1896: 


"Wiauhip did a fine thing," says the 


writer. 
"A landing party of about 125, 


from the Benruugton, went ashore on 
Malabon in several boats, and a launch 
remained, with Winship aad two men 
as boatkeepers and to watch steam. 
The landing party advanced foolishly 
without scouts and precautions, and 
were suddenly set upon by a regiment 
of Filipinos. They fled for the beach 
to the bouts, pursued by the natives, 
and were hard pressed. 
Seeing this, 


Winship 
unlimbered 
the revolving 


cannon in the bow of the launch and 
turned it loose upon the pursuers. He 
kept up a deadly fire, and thirty Fili- 
pinos were killed or 
disabled. 
He 


stood off the whole gang, enabling our 
party to get to their boats safely. He 
then fell, having received five bullets. 
Tausig says that but for Winship none 
of the party would have escaped." 


Tausig is the commander of the Ben* 


niugton.

A New York caterer, when speaking 


of the tipping evil the other day, said! 
that he would like to abolish it In' 
his place, hut that this couldn't be, 
done. 


"I give my\ waiters $25 a month and 


their board," he continued." If I were 
to offer them $60 with tipping pro- 
hibited they would one and all go. 
away. Yet I doubt whether tbeyi 
average $1 a. day, which is less than; 
the difference in tips. My place Is a; 
modest one, you know, and few tips' 
are higher than 10 cents. Many of my 
customers, too, are women who seldom 
tip at all. 


"In my opinion the attraction in tip- 


ping to a waiter, tfcat is, the reason he 
prefers it to higher wages with it pro- 
hibited, is the element of chance.

It is feared that while the Chinese 


government might settle diplomatically 
her trouble with Germany, growing out 
Of the killing of three German officers 
at Kiao Cbau, Russia'* threat tp seize 
{he rl^ht of way for her Manchuria rail- 
way to Pekin will aggravate the Chinese 
Into a ftght with either Germany or Ru«- 
f la, or both. That this may result is all 
the mare probable from the fact that the 
reactionary party Qf China is in power, 
and of late has become defiant against 
nil foreign demands. 


A war in China would result in a dec- 


laration of American Interest, and es- 
pecially if the powers engaged went in 
for an assignment of the spoils. 


The state department officials 
cI.E- 


credited promptly the cable news a day 
or two ago that Italy had made another 
demand for Sam Mun bay. The opinion 
expressed was that the Italian ministty, 
which made the original demand, had 
resigned by force of circumstances, and 
the circumstances w.er» the positive at- 
titude of China against any further ag- 
gressions. The same party in China is 
now dealing with the Germans and F^s- 
eian demands, and from this it is ar- 
fcued that China will resist them with 
her army and flaet. 


Pekin, May 25.—The Russian minister 


here, M, de Giers, has notified the Chinese 
foreign office that Russia is unable tc 
accept the Chinese refusal of a railroad 
concession, and that she will send en- 
gineers forthwith to survey a line con- 
necting the Russian Manchurian line 
with Pekin. 


The Chinese foreign office, replying to 


the first request of M. de Giers, stated 
that the government was unable to ac- 
cede to the Russian demand for a new 
railway concession connecting Pekin 
With Russia's present system in Man- 
churia. Not since the taking of Port 
Arthur by Russia have the Chinese been 
so agitated 
as 
over this 
demand. 


Whether M. de Giers named a specific 
route is not yet ascertainable, some of- 
ficials stating that only a preliminary 
notice was given by Russia, and others 
that she is asking for a line direct from 
Pekin to Shanhaikwan. 


The concession asked for would ruin 


the existing northern railways, in which 
British capital to the amount of $11,500,- 
000 Is invested, but there seems to be no 
alternative route without interfering 
with plans for railway extension which 
the Chinese themselves have in mind. 


It is believed that Russia's action in 


this matter is intended tq demonstrate 
to the world that the recent convention 
•with Great Britain respecting spheres of 
interest in China, which was notified to 
the Chinese government almost immedl- 
.fttfely befota this latest concession waa 
demanded, -ba^inot fettered the action of 


d f^w«5|jM atvt(h,e court of Pskln, and a,lsc 


to strengthen Russia's prestige with the 
Chinese, \yhich was unfavorably affected 
by her withdrawal of her late protest 
respecting the northern railways. 


A glance at a railroad map of China, 


which shows the railroads built, build- 
ing or surveyed in the middle kingdom, 
Will indicate why Russladesires to reach 
Pekin from her Trans-Siberian railway 
by a line of her own. At present she has 
under rapid construction a branch which 
leaves the main line somewhat to the 
northwest of Kifin, 
and 
then passes 


•OUthwest of it through Chinese Man- 
cJluria to Talienwan and Port Arthur. 
Trils branch road is expected to connect 
at, Mukden with the extension of the 
Tientsin railway, which Is already com- 
pleted to Shanhaikwan, and is being 
r»pldly pushed toward Newchwang. 


The gauge of this road, as of all rail- 


ways to be built in China, is 4 feet 8"4 
Inches, whereas the Russian-Manehuriar 
road has a gauge of five feet. The Shan- 
haikwan road ia under Chinese control, 
protection and administration, and, un- 
der the recent agreement between Russia 
and Great Britain, must always remain 
80, although a British corporation ad- 
vanced the money needed for construct- 
ing it. Under the circumstances, it c-an 
be seen why the Ruasion government de- 
alres.to reach Pekin by a railway of its 
own, 
having the same gauge aa the Si- 


berian trunk line.

Ia some countries curious custom* 


prerail In regard to selecting a nara« 
for the baby. A Hindoo baby is named 
when it is twelve days old, and usually 
by the mother. 
Sometimes the father 


wishes for another name than that se- 
lected by the mother. 
In that case two 


lamps are placed over the two names, 
and the name over which the lamp 
burns the brighter is the one given to 
the child. 


Ia an Egyptian family the parents 


choose a name for their baby by light- 
Ing three wax candles; to each of these 
they give a name, one of the three be- 
longing always to some dignified per- 
sonage. The candle that burns the lon- 
gest determines the name for the baby. 


The Mohammedans sometimes write 


desirable names on five slips of paper 
and these they place in the Koran. The 
name upon the slip first drawn out ia 
given to the child. 


The Children of the Ainos, a people 


living in northern Japan, do not receive 
their names until they are five years 
old. 
It is the father who then chooses 


the name by which the child is after- 
wards called. 


The Chinese give their boy babies a 


name in addition to their surnames, 
and they must call themselves by these 
names until they are twenty years old. 
At that age the father gives his son 
a new name. 


The Chinese care so little for their 


girl babies that they do not give them 
a baby name, but just call them No. 1 
No. 2, No. 3, according to their birth. 


Boys are thought so much more of in 


China than girls that if you ask a Chin- 
ese father who has both a boy and a 
£irl how many children he has he will 
always reply: "Only one child." 


German parents sometimes change 


the name of their baby if he is ill, an-d 
the Japanese are sure to change the 
name of a child four times.

bell, he was sentenced to attend Sunday 
school and church at the Disciple church 
for eight weeks, every Sunday, or go to 
tail for 20 days.

Sunday school teacher at the end of that 
time, he is further to be paid $1 for his 
good conduct. 


If he refuses to attend church, as 


above stated, he will be locked up and 
the sentence carried out.

It no\\ looks to the Washington offi- 


cials as if the fighting might continue 
for sunie time to come. 


General Otis has advised the depart- 


ment that, despite the conferences which 
na\e bren in progress for some days be- 
tween the American authorities and the 
euvoys of Aguinaldo, it is not his inten- 
tion to discontinue active operations, 
nor does he intend to let the rainy season 
interfere with military movements. 


It is evident, however, that climatic 


conditions must seriously interfere with 
an active campaign this summer. 


In a few days rains will follow so heav- 


ily that it will be physically impossible 
for the men to move, while the transpor- 
tation of supplies' and ammunition will 
be out of the question, as wagons will 
sink, up to their hubs in thick mud, which 
has all-the consistency of mortar. 


While this weather lasts it will be im- 


possible for men to remain in the field. 
To do so would fce to invite death, as the 
men would fall ready victims to fevers 
and other diseases for which tropical 
climates at this season of the year are 
noted. It will be necessary to keep our 
men under cover as much as possible, 
and to take every precaution to pre- 
vent them from catching cold and sleep- 
ing on the damp ground. If the ir.en are 
in the field no such precautions can be 
taken. 


It is believed here that the Filipino 


leaders are quite shrewd enough to un- 
derstand this, and are "determined io 
keep up the campaign until the rainy 
season, hoping that our troops, decimat- 
ed by disease, will be incapable of per- 
forming military service. 


The Filipinos undoubtedly argue from 


what happened while they were fight- 
ing Spaniards. 
One reason why the 


Filipinos were able to defy the Spanish 
for so long was that, as soon as the 
rainy season came on, the Spaniards 
abandoned their operations in the field, 
and retired to Manila and. the other cit- 
ies, which gave the Filipinos not only 
an opportunity tc( recover their lost 
ground, but to advance to the walls of 
Manila itself, and perpetually annoy the 
Spanish garrison. 


It would seem that by this time the 


Filipinos ought to have learned the dif- 
ference between Spanish and American 
soldiers, but evidently the insurgents 
believe that it is impossible for Ameri- 
cans to withstand the deadly assaults of 
a Philippine summer, just as the Span- 
lards thought no Americans could live 
In Cuba during the rainy season; and 
that, what between rain and yellow 
fever, there would be only one ending 
to the American invasion of Cuba. 


The Spaniards discovered their mis- 


take, just as the Filipinos will a little 
later. 


It is not denied by the highest mili- 


tary officials that military operations 
may have to come almost to a stand- 
still for several weeks, but if they do. 
that will not have any effect on the 
final result. 


During the rainy season the insur- 


gents will be held in rheck, and in the 
fall, when military operations are again 
possible, the campaign will be pushed 
with redoubled vigor, if before that time 
the insurgents have not seen the ab- 
surdity of further resistance and made 
their surrender.

Glennon says, is there mentioned a 
greater length than fifteen inches, and 
these works cover all the known cases 
of thread-worms in America and Eu- 
rope.

-"According to Prof. Hanson," says 


Dr. Glennon, "mosquitoes inject

embryo of the threadworm along with 
the human blood. 
From the mosqui- 


to's stomach the worm penetrates into 
the chest cavity, where its migration 
ceases, and it goes through six stages of 
development. 
The female mosquito 


lays its eggs and goes to die in the 
water. Then,the worms travel through 
the tegmen-tary skeleton 
and 
swim 


freely in the water. Man or animal- 
may thus become infected in two ways 
—through the sting of the mosquito, 
containing the worms, or .through the 
infection of water holding the embryo 
of the parasites in suspension."

Commercial Center of Islands. 


Cebu Island and the province of the 


same name are the most important lo- 
calities of the Visayas on account o! 
their central position, the nature of 
ground and the industry of the nu- 
merous inhabitants. 
Cebu is bounded 


011 the north by th« sea separating it 
from Masbate and Leyte, on the east 
by the sea separating it from Leyte and 
Bohol, on the south by the Mindanao 
Sea and on the west by the Tanon 
Channel and the Island of Negros. The 
area is 2.092 square miles and the pop- 
ulation 
504,076. 
Great 
mountain 


chains cross the island; the chief of 
these starts at the extreme north be- 
tween Point Marab on the west and 
Baluarte on the east, and, continuing 
south between the two coasts, ends al- 
most in the center of the island. Two 
other chains run along the coast, and 
one starts near Carcas, to thp south- 
west of the city of Cebu, terminating 
on the south in Tanon Point. 
The 


coasts are rather high and the rivers 
of little importance, 


The capital is Cebu, with, a population 


of 35,243. It is the mercantile center 
of the islands, and is situated 460 miles 
from Manila. It is an episcopal see, 
and has a good cathedral, episcopal 
palace, casa real, courthouse and pri- 
vate edifices, simple but tasty; there is 
also a post office and telegraph, station. 
On the south, and at the entrance of 
the channel, is the castle of Point Cauit 
and north, of this the tower of Man- 
claui; both these fortifications commu- 
nicate with the capital by means-of a 
wagon road, the city being midway 
letween them. 
At the capital reside 


the politico-military governor, a secre- 
tary, judge and attorney 
general, a 


number of public functionaries, a cap- 
tain of engineers and captain of port. 


Cebu has one town u:at can only be 


approached in boats at high, water, as 
the wide bay in which it is situated is 
lined with salient reefs. 
There is no 


passage between these reefs and Bad- 
ian Island, hence the inhabitants of 
Badian are cut off from the world, as 
well as their immediate surroundings 
at any time but that of high. tide. 


From Badian to the southern end of 


Cebu Island the coast is clear, of mod- 
erate height and so steep that anchor- 
age can be had only very close to the 
shore in various places where there 
are towns.
